INTRODUCTION 






1, Obit* Dr. Murad PERID was located at MIESBACH* 
Bavaria, on information given by Obstlt, PECHNBR (of the 
H Tip Case")* FBRID's present address is: Tblzerstrasse 
131 1/2, Bel Eisenhofer, Miesbaoh, Bavaria, some 60 Eoa 
8E of Muni oh . 



2* Obit. PERID was born 1908 in Saloniki, Greece. 
His father, Mehmed PERID BEY, now dead, was a Turkish 
offioeri he is reported to have had a close oontaot with 
the British through Sir John FRENCH* Murad's mother, Wil-r 
helmine, is a daughter of a Pdlieh physician. Dr. Joseph 
SWITIJX, who had to emigrate from Poland after the Polish 
Insurreotion of 1863* He came first to Munich and then 
to Turkey* 

3* Murad 4 s grandfather, William HUMMEL, was for 
many years an honorary corxaftl of the USA in Munich* And 
Murad 4 s cousin, Isabella HUMMEL, is married to Professor 
John GRAHAM, a biologist at the Alabama University in 
Tuscaloosa, 



4. Since Murad PERID was baptized in a Christian 
Church (R. Catholic) , he and his mother were never, accep- 
ted in the Turkish circles in Saloniki, For that reason 
the family left Greece and settled in Munich, Germany* 

5, By profession PERID is a lywyer (Staateanwalt * 
County Prosecutor), In order to be acceptable both to 
his German friends and to his clients, he dropped part 
of his name ("BEY") identifying him as a Turk, and in 
1933 Joined the fashionable HSDA Partvj but under the 
Nazi fiegioe his life was quite miserable: he was never 
wholly accepted as a "pure Aryan" and "true German" • 

6. Prom 1935 to 39 he spent about 2 months out of each 
year receiving basic training in the Army* and at the 

end of this training he was made a 2nd Lt of the *eserve 
(Leutnant d.R, ). In August 1939 he was drafted into the 
regular army as an artillery officer. He served in Prance, 
Yugoslavia, and Russia. In Russia he was wounded and sent 
to ahospital. 

% 

7, After he recuperated, he was interviewed by 
Maj * MARWEDE, MaJ . ABSHAGEN, and Col. LAHOUSEH for a* 
service with Abwehr* His special qualification for the 
Job with the Abwehr was his knowledge of languages (he 
Bpeaks German, French, English, Spanish, Italian, Greek, 
Turkish, and Serbian) and his knowledge of the Balkans 

(he travelled in Greece, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, and Austria). 

8* At the end of the war PERID was working as a per- 
sonnel officer at the Hqs of Mil Amt D in Reit-Im-Winkel, 






But on 22 April he derffcted and came home to Hie 8 bach to 
live with hie wife, mother, and infant child. He reported 
both to the local Police and Military authorities under 
hie true name, but did not report that he was member of the 
GIS. He claims that the last question was not asked of him, 
which is borne out by the faot that he did not attempt 
to hide anything when he was approaohed by the undesigned. 

PERSOHAL BATA 

9* Murad PERID-BEY was bom in Saloniki (at that 
time peart of Turkey) in 11 April 1908, His father died 
in 19o9. In 1910 he moved with hie mother from Saloniki 
to Munich. He attended Prep Sohool in Munich from 1915 
to 1918. After the Prep Sohool he studied in the Wilhelma- 
gimn&sium at Munich, Here he was always made to feel a 
foreigner and. was arged to ohange hie Turkish name. He 00m- 
p rami eed by dropping the second half of his last name (BEY) . 

10. In 1925 And 26 he travelled all over the Balkans 
with his mother. H e graduated from college in 1927. Prom 
1927 to 1931 he studied law at the University of Muni oh. 
During this time he became a naturalised German citizen 
(1929), though Turkey had refused to cancel his Turkish 
citizenship. In 1929 his American uncle, Prof. John J. 

GRAHAM, spent several months in Germany staying at his mother 
house in Munich. 

11. In 1931 PER ID passed his law exams and applied* for 
a "referendar"-of-law. Por those born in Germany this was 
just a formality, but in PERIDIs case it required a spe- 
cial decision by the Ministry of State* His application 'was 
granted with the note : "Exception" . Prom 1931 to 1934 PB- 

BIP served as a " Re fe render" at Munich courts and in various 
administrative offices. At the same time he was an Assistant 
Professor at the Munich Institute for Comparative Law. Here 
he speoialized in Roman Law, Comparative Law, and Internatio- 
nal Law. In 1932 he graduated from the Munioh ^acuity of 
Law and earned his doctorate. In 1934 he was made* an "Asses- 
sor "-at-Law. 

12. Now he went to a "Docents* Training Camp** at 
Dambritsoh, Silesia. Here it was td be deoided whether he 
had a "oorreot philosophical and political" outlook on 
life. And he had to have this before lie was permitted to 
teach at the University* But the Camp Commandant, Obersturm- 
bannflihrer GRUNDIG, a former common laborer, disqualified 
him as "unsuitable for teaching in a German university". • 

13. ^his shattered PERID's hopes for a teaching ca- 
reer, So he decided to follow the law earner. In January 
1935 he was made the "Gerichtsassessor" and the following 
year the • "Staatsanwalt" at the Staatsanwait9chaf t , Miinchen I. 

14. 26 Aug 39 he was drafted into the Army. In 1942 he 
married "icelotte HALL, daughter of Wilfred HALL of the Mu- 
nich Braneh of the DreBdner Bank. In 1944 he became a father.

ARMY LIFE, BEFORE THE VAR (1935-1959) 

15. FERID reoeivcd his basic (compulsory) training 
( Grundausbildu ng) In five installments in the period 
August 35 to June 38* 

First Training: 8 weeks with the "Artillerie Regiment Nllrn- 
berg"st Furth, August September 1935. 

Second Training: 6 wekks in Autumn 1936. He passed an exam 
to become an "Offizieranw&rter" (Officer-Aspirant). 

Third Training: 6 weeks in May and J une 1937 as a"Gefrei- 
t8r/0ffizieranwarter% in Munich. 

Fourth ^raining: 4 weeks in May 1938 as an "Onteroffizier/ 
Offizieranw&rter" with an Arty Begt at ^raising. 

Fifth Training: 6 weeks as a "Wachme is ter/Of fisleranw&rter" 
in May and June 1938 at Freising. 

After this he was discharged and nominated for a "Reserve- 
offizier*. He received his commission as a seoond Idectenant 
(Leutnant d, H.) in January 1939* 

ARMY LIFB, DURING THE WAR (1939-1941) 

16. FERID was drafted into the regular Army 26 August. 
1939 and assigned to the "Ersatzabt. Art. Regt" in Eger, Che- 
choslovakia. He was transferred to a oombat unit (Arty Abt. 
752) on 20 Sep 39. This unit trained for a while at Grafen- 
wbhr and then sent to the Moselle front (end of Oot 39)* 

He was transferred for a short time to an Ersatzabt of Arty 
Regt 10 in Affiberg/Oberpfal^ and again back to a oombat unit 
(Arty of 183 Inf* Div.), '“ere he became aide to the 00 of the 
First Abt«, Major GAVE IS.* This division wintered (39-40) in 
Camp Ifiinsingen, WOrtenb erg, and in the Spring of 40 fought 
in vioinity of Longwy. After the Armistice on the Western 
Front 183d Div was eoat to the frontier of the ^Protectorate", 
near Olnriitz* then took part in the attack on Yugoslavia, and 
returned to Germany (Graz) in the Spring of 41* The same 
year it was sent to the Russian Front , near Smolensk. Here 
PERU) was wounded and sent to a hospital# and from the hospi- 
tal. was transferred to Ersatzabt. 173: ir. Pileen, Nov, 1941. 



CONTACT WITH THE ABWEHR 

17* By now FERID had enough fighting and was trying 
to get out tffom 6he combat troops at any oost. He applied 
for a job as an interpreter and a translator. He went to 
Berlin and was interviewed by Lt.Col, MARWEDE, Major ARNOLD, 
Major PARTL, Col.v, LAHOUSEN, and Capt, ABSHAGEN, This inter- 
view was successful,, for FERID, and he was transferred to 
Abwehr II, January or February 1942. 
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A-BWEKR II SCHCOIi 







18* The only Abwehr school ever attended by PERIL 
was the Abwehr II School at Quenz. Subjects taught wares 
Incendiaries, sabotage materials used by the Abw XI 7-Leu- 
te, and chemical compounds utilized in sa bota ge work* Hie 
teachers: Dr* WEILL, Dr. K&NIG, and Dr. SCHULTZ. Strictly 
speaking, PERIL never had any " intelligence" training at 
all; knowledge about German intelligence had to be picked 
up in the course of his work with the Abwehr; knowledge 
about enemy intelligence was limited to members of Abw I* 
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WORK WITH AHT AUSL./ABW. II. REP » SOS 

19* After completing the 3-week course at the Quens 
School, PERIL was assigned to Amt Ausland/Abw II as head 
of the Beferat Stid-Ost-Stid r The CO of the A mt w as Major 
PARTL, and his assistant was Hptm. Dr. BISBHBERG. 

20. PERILS work here consisted of reading records 
of men sent to the Amt by the Brand enburg Begt, finding 
a suitable post for them in Abw H, and settling the fln&n*> 
cial claims of the employees of the Amt. 

21. Referat SOS covered the following countries t Syria, Ir 
Iraq, Trans sylvan! a, Turkey, Palestine, Arabia, Saudi Arabia, 
and Egypt. In the eousre of his work PERIL made oontaote 

with some assistants of the MUFTI, such as Safuadel HUS SB I- 
NI and Lr* JAHLALI. He also made aatudy of the *evolt of 
GHAILAHI (Rashid ^1 Ghallani) in Iraq in Spring 1941 in 
order to draft a protest against a certain Hr* GEOBBA* 

(Further details on this point will be dealt with in a 
later report as an annex to the Ferid Report)* 

22* The outposts of the Referat at that time were 
the so-called "II-Bearbeiter" attached to the various 
AbwehrBtellen (PAKs and PaTs did not exist as yet). The 
following "II-Bearbeiter* were the information-gathering- 
agenoles under Referat SOS: 

"II-Bearbeiter-Athen 11 under Maj. SOHIFFBAUXB and Hptm. LATJ- 
RIHAT. 

M II-Bearbeiter-Saloniki" under SdfU SEGELCKE (and under it 
the "Aussenpost-My thilene M headed by Pldw. BUNZ). -^9- 

H II-Bearbeiter-Bei-Sonderstab-Pelmy M in Athens under M a jor 
von SCHE7EN. > 

"II-Bearbeiter-Bei-KO-TUrkei" under Lt. RUFF and Pldw. 

KUHNLE. 

"II-Baarbeiter-Bei-KO-Bulgarien" under Major . PECHNER. 

23. At this time FEBID was considered for a post 
with the German Consulate in Izmir or in Iakenderun. But 
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the Auswartigee Amt (Foreign Offioe) did not want any in- 
terference from the Abwehr; the Abwehr people were known 
as "experts" without any diplomatic training, and, therefore, 
were apt to involve the consular employees in ambarraBsitg 
situations* and, besides, the foreign Offioe had ite own 
way of collecting information, and it wa6 not concerned 
with either eucoees of failure of the work of Abwehr II. 

In any case, PERE^s plan fell through. . 

WORK WITH ABWEHR STELLB ATHENS 



24. In 1942 the Wehroaeht had the situation in the 
Balkans and in the Bear East well under its control, and 
the "II-Bearbeiter" Offices had nothing to do, Sinoe life 
in Athens was not very pleasant (because food, clothing, 
and entertainment was either very poor or very expensive). 

So the officers of the ’'II-Bearbelter' a" Office at Athens 
finally convinced the Central Office in Berlin to dose 
this Athens outpost as such and dend someone from Abw II 
ae a sort of liaison officer. PERU) was chosen for this job. 

15- PERU) arrived in Athens July 42. The only personnel 
he was allowed to keep were 3 enlisted men. PERID ' s work 
consisted of recruitment and partial training of agents 
for eventual work in Syria, Cyprus, Palestine, and Egypt. 

For quarters he was assigned to the Abwehrstelle Athen, under 
Lt. Col. 3ENSBUBG. 

26. Y-Leute were reoruited through Greek politicians 
and and influential foreigners living in Greeoe. All enter- 
prises (Unternehmen) were assigned by Abwehr II Dienstamreiaung 
and had td be also approved by the Sonderatab P. And if Turkey 
was contemplated to be used as a transit oountry, consent of 
the Istanbul II Referate had to be acquired. 

27 . By the end of 42 some man were ready to be Bent. 

But these men did not want to accept the fluctuating Greek 
Drachma as payment for their intended work. Since to other 
currency was available in Athens, PERID made a trip to 
Berlin to make the necessary arrangement. Be reported to 
EIS2HBERG, who told him that all the Hear East projeots 
were to be entirely dropped, German retreat from Cauoasue 
was viewed by EISBNBBRG as a sure sign that the war against 
Russia was lost, that the Germane would never break through 
Into the Near East, and that Abwehr, even at its best, oould 
do nothing to change the situation. It was at this point 
that EI8ENBERG gave PERID some personal advice t "forget your 
work, and, Instead, collect around you men on whom you 

oan depend at the time of the inevitable final defeat” t 

28. Y/hen PERID returned td Athens, activity of Abwehr 
II in Athens practically ceased. SEES BURG had reserved all 
the availabla gasoline and oars for use of hia own depart- 
ment, Abw I, But this did not matter because in a short time 
PERID reoeived order to prepare for dissolution of the whole 
&eite*elle Abwehrstelle in Athens. Abwehxstellen were to 
give way to the enwly created PAKe and FATs. They were to be 




mobile and not hampered by the useless paperwork an d the 
multiple chain of command, which paralized the work of 
the AbwehrBtellen. Another reason for the dissolution of 
the Abwehretellen was the evident intention of the SS to 
bring all of the Abwehr under its contrdl* The newly orga- 
nized PASs were no more under direct control of the Abwehr 
but under the IC of the Army, and the SS at that time was 
not willing to fight the whole Army for control of suoh 
email units as the FARe*

29* Row PEHED was transferred to PAR 201 in Belgrade* 
The PAR'S CO was It. Col. STROJIL* Here he remained from 
Summer 43 to Oct 44. “e administered the affairs of officers 
and men of the PATs under FAR 201 ; he also drafted* reports 
on the FAK's activity for transmittal to Army Group IC 
(HALING), to the Leitstille in Vienna (FECHHER), and to 
Berlin* He was also in charge of materiel supply to the 
Trupps of the PAR. 

TRAJTSFBB*TO THE MAIS OFFICE IH BARUTB 

30* In the course of his work with PAR 201, FE RIB 
met Lt.Ool. FECHHER of Leits tell e II SO, and, recalling 
the advioe given him by EISEN2BR9,he applied for a trasfer 
to the Leitstelle in Vienna, becauee he found out that the 
people in the Leitstelle were the kind upon whom he could 
rely in any oriels* But before hie request for dismissal 
from FAX 201 was granted, his intended post at the Leitstelle 
wae filled (by ZIEGLER), so, insted, he was taken in by 
IISENBERG to the main office which in the meantime had 
moved from Berlin to Baruth* 

31 • Luring this move the organization of Abwehr II 
had also changed: LAHOUSEH was given a combat command on 
the Russian front j FREYTAGA-LORINGHOVEH took over for a 
while, but he did not pay much attention to his job (evi- 
dently his time was taken by the plana of the 20th July 
affair - sino.e he was the one who su pplied the dynamite 
to STAUPPEHBEfiG) ; shortly LORINGAHVEH wa* replaced (on 
his own re^uc^t) by Major NAUMANH, a young General Staff 
Offioer. Tl*e c 'loice of the young, dnexperienoed NAUMANN 
was indicative of the fainting importance of the Abwehr*, 

What 1b more, NAUMANN considered himself to be liquidator 
of Abwehr* 

32 . In Summer of 44 the WEHRMACHTSPOHRGHGSSTAB IC 
Chef der Prontaufklarung was created (It was under Oberst 
Prh. v. SJSSKINL-SCHWENDI. The WPatIC had taotioal direction 
pf all I, II, and III PAKs and PATs; but the "abwehrfaohli- 
che" (advisory/teohnical) direotion remained with Abwehr II, 
even when it was renamed "MIL AMT D M . The WPStIC iteelf 
was still Chef der Aufklarung and as such under OKH* Now 
the WFStIC was re-named "MIL AMT F" and was put under itB 
new chief Col BUNTROOR* _ 
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33. Sven when xbw II became iiii D, NAUKANK still 
undeetocd that hi^: job ?;c.s that oa an alienator* One by 
one the prerogatives and powers o- Mil D were given to Mil 
F* Thi9 lasted until Mil D wac taken over by Major LOOS,

34» PERILS job in«'?3aruth was tiiat of a liaison officer 
between Mil D and its field units (LeitatAllen and FACs and 
FATs) in the South East. ;4^ien he came back from his first 
liaison trip to Vienna and Zagreb, Mil D wae already on 
the way to its new location In BIKSEKTCHBER . 

PERIL* S WOgg WISH MIL D, REFERAT SO (SUdOat) 

8b 35* When Mil D settled in Birkenwerder PERIL became 
the head of its Referat Sout-East. His predecessor, Lt. 

IXRMSfl wae transferred to Pmague. PER ID* a work here consis- 
ted of collating information received from the Leitstelle 
and from the Kommandos and Trupps in the field) of gathering 
information for a planned enterprise/ in the SB Europe* of 
arranging for shipment of the necessary supplies needed by 
the Leitstelle in Vienna* 

36. In, Feb 45 Mil D was moved to Bad Elster* This move 
was disastrous to the Amt: the LT (Leiterteohnlk » supply- 
ing sabotage materiel) was somehow lost (It was scheduled 
to be established in Marquartstein, but onlv few offioers 
made the trip* all heavy equipment was lost)? all women- 
eeo'ies went home? many documents and offioe equipment ne- 
ver oaught up with the offioe. 

37* Before the Mil D had time to settle down, it was 
again on the move, this time to Reit-Im-Winkel# And in this 
transfer alnast all the Mil L got lost: all those whose 
homes were in the North of the Danube went home? Referat Oet 
and Referat F never showed up in Reit— Im-Winkel # N 

36* Ferid himself went first to see his wife in Mieebaoh, 
and then went to Pertisau to visit his friend, PeCHNEB* He wmnt 
back to tteit-Im-r/inkel only when Maj LOOS showed up sudden- 
ly and took him along on his way baok to Reit-Im-Winkel. On 
22 or 23 April PERIL deserted Mil L, took his bicycle and 
went home xo Miesbach to stay for good. 

COMMENT 

39. FERID wae allowed to continue to stay at home in 
Miesbach, His address was made known to the CIC at that town. 

It was made clear to him that he is under house arrest* The CIC 
in Miesbach was requeeted to- leave hi'in alone at least for 
a few days until he 1 b interviewed. Primary reason for this 
action was that FERID was under doctor’s care when he was 
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cont&oted* He has a weak: heart, and a type of some persis- 
tent fever contracted in Greece. 

40* PERU) is now supplying us with more details on 
his work with Ahwehr II, It is planned that he remains 
where he ia until his information is exhausted and his case 
thoroughly studied*

The Trupp had three 
areas of operation: Northern Sporades, the CHAlkidlke Penin- 
sula, and in the vicinity of the Olympe. After the German 
retreat from Southern Balkans this FAT was transferred to the 
Southern Army Group together with FAT 202.

Originally these two Trupps were separate but under the 
joint command of the "Deutecher-General-In-Bulgarien" . At 
that time they were in civilian clothes ahd oharged with 
the supervision of chromate transport from Turkey to Ger- 
many. Later on they were militarized and plaoed under one 
single command. 

The 000 of the oombined forces of Trupp 217/218 was Capt. 
ZIEGLER, a olever, dispassionate man, and a capable organi-
